The  Twenty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was 
held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Fire  Association,  southwest  corner  of 
Fifth  and  North  Streets,  on  Monday  evening,  January  5,  1857, 
the  President ,  George  W.  Tryon,  presiding,  and  William  T. 
Butler,  Secretary ,  when  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  was 
then  read,  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members. 

The  Association  then,  on  motion ,  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  twenty-one  Trustees,  to  serve  for  the  present  year,  the  Chair 
having  appointed  James  M .  Benners ,  Marshall  Henszey ,  Wil¬ 
liam  F.  Parry ,  and  Joseph  R.  Lynclall  to  act  as  Tellers,  who, 
after  having  received  and  counted  the  votes,  reported  that  the

TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  TIIE 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PHILADELPHIA  ASSOCIATION 

FOR  TnE 

RELIEF  OF  DISABLED  FIREMEN, 

TO  TIIE  MEMBERS,  JANUARY  5,  1857. ' 


The  Board  of  Trustees  submit  to  the  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  their  Twenty-second  Annual  Report,  as  follows  : — 
Having  made  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Treasurer, 
the  Auditors  report  them  as  being  correct. 

The  sum  of  §1,050  58  has  been  expended  for  relief  during 
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the  year,  to  34  individuals,  including  2  widows  of  deceased 
firemen. 

The  roll  of  members  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
46  names,  of  which  10  are  life  members.  None  have  been 
stricken  from  the  roll. 

The  whole  number  on  the  roll  at  this  time  is  522  ;  175  being 
life  members. 

The  Capital  Stock  of  the  Association  at  the  present  time — 
being  invested  in  Ground  Rents  and  Bonds  and  Mortgages — 
is  $21,391  65,  and  a  balance  of  $794  63  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer. 

But  one  interment  has  taken  place  in  the  vault  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  Monument  Cemetery  during  the  year,  making  11  in 
all  since  its  completion. 

The  following  donations  to  the  funds  have  been  received  by 
the  Treasurer  since  the  last  report : — 

Evans  &  Watson,  $100;  Michael  V.  Baker,  $100;  Thos. 
T.  Mason,  $5  ;  Wm.  W.  Knight,  $20;  America  Hose  Com¬ 
pany,  $25 ;  and  from  the  “Washington  Monument  Committee,” 
through  the  hands  of  Wm.  F.  Smith,  Esq.,  chairman,  the  sum 
of  $30,  being  balance  unappropriated  in  the  hands  of  said  com¬ 
mittee. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report,  your  Board  alluded  to  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  of  an  illegal  storage  of  gunpowder  on  the  premises 
corner  of  Twenty-second  and  Callowhill  Streets,  and  that  they 
had  employed  counsel  to  prosecute  the  case.  They  have  now 
the  satisfaction  to  state  that  the  suit  brought  for  the  recovery 
of  the  penalty  imposed  by  law  was  successful,  and  the  Treasurer 
has  received  $85,  being  the  net  proceeds,  after  paying  court 
charges,  fees  of  counsel,  &c. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  and  the  views  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  expressed  in  their  last  report,  your  Board  embraced 
the  earliest  opportunity  to  present  to  the  Legislature  a  draft  of 
a  powder  law,  and  entrusted  the  same  to  a  special  committee  of 
the  Board,  who  visited  Harrisburg,  and  succeeded  in  procuring 
the  passage  thereof. 

For  the  information  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  a 
copy  of  the  law  is  annexed. 

The  Board  would  take  this  opportunity  to  return  their  thanks 
to  John  Hamilton,  Jr.,  Esq.,  for  preparing  the  details  of  the 
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bill,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  and  particularly  to  Messrs.  Ingham,  Brown,  Crabbe, 
Pratt,  and  Price,  of  the  Senate,  and  Messrs.  Wright,  Yearsley, 
Morris,  G.  Smith,  Coburn,  Hancock,  Dock,  Leisenring,  Carty, 
Roberts,  and  Walters,  of  the  House,  for  the  interest  manifested 
by  them,  and  for  their  exertions  in  procuring  the  passage  of 
the  bill  submitted  by  the  committee,  which  the  Board  are 
happy  to  say  obtained  the  unanimous  vote  of  both  Houses, 
thus  showing  their  appreciation  of  the  merits  of  the  bill,  and 
their  desire  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens 
from  destruction. 

Your  Board  would  state  that  a  standing  committee  of  three 
has  been  appointed,  in  addition  to  the  committees  of  the  Board, 
entitled  the  “Committee  on  Gunpowder  and  Guncotton,”  and 
have  elected  a  Solicitor  to  take  charge  of  such  cases  as  may 
require  legal  advice  and  assistance. 

Upon  examining  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Auditors 
found  the  large  number  of  123  members  who  are  in  arrearages 
for  their  annual  payments,  some  of  them  being  two  and  three 
years  unpaid.  Your  Board,  in  some  of  their  former  reports, 
have  brought  this  circumstance  to  the  notice  of  the  Association, 
in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  the  means  of  inducing  a  more 
prompt  payment  on  the  part  of  the  members  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year.  In  this,  however,  they  have  been  disap¬ 
pointed,  as  a  large  number  fail  to  do  so;  and  in  many  cases, 
after  placing  the  bills  in  the  hands  of  a  collector,  he  reports 
his  inability  to  collect  the  amounts. 

Whether,  therefore,  an  alteration  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Association,  raising  the  annual  subscription  to  a  higher  sum, 
would  be  the  means  of  increasing  the  funds,  or  of  confining 
the  operations  of  the  Relief  Fund  to  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  only  would  have  a  beneficial  effect  or  not,  your  Board 
are  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  say,  but  leave  it  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  judicious.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 

Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen . 

Section  1.  Be  ifc  enacted  by  tbe  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  tbe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  all  and  every  person  who  shall  at  tbe  time  of 
the  passing  of  this  act  be  members  of  the  Association  called 
the  u  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
the  “  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  record  or  elsewhere  ;  and  to  purchase,  receive, 
have,  hold,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tene¬ 
ments,  rents,  annuities,  franchises-,  and  hereditaments,  goods, 
and  chattels  of  what  nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  real,  per¬ 
sonal,  or  mixed,  or  chases  in  action;  and  the  same  from  time 
to  time  to  sell,  grant,  devise,  alien,  or  dispose  of;,  and  also  to 
make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter, 
and  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in 
execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall 
appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said 
Corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  Charter  or  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth;  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and 
things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the 
well-being  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  due  management 
and  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof.  Provided,  that  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  following  shall  be  the  fundamental  Articles 
of  said  Corporation  — 
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ARTICLE  I. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Firemen,  their  widows  and  orphans,  and  the  relief  of  persons 
not  firemen,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  by  fire  apparatus. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  government  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  twenty-one  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  in  January  of  each  and 
every  year,  who  shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own  officers, 
and  to  require  satisfactory  bonds  from  the  Treasurer  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  permanently  invested, 
and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  shall  be  appropriated  to  no 
other  object  than  those  for  which  the  Society  is  instituted.

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

All  members  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  may  become  members  of  this  Association,  by 
paying  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  signing 
these  articles,  and  paying  annually  thereafter  one  dollar,  to 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in  January;  and 
in  default  thereof  for  three  months,  they  shall  be  notified  by 
the  Treasurer,  and  if  not  paid  within  three  months  from  the 
time  of  the  date  of  such  notice,  their  names  may  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  members,  at  the  option  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees. 

But  every  member  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempt  from  said 
annual  payment,  and  become  a  permanent  member,  by  paying 
to  the  Treasurer,  either  by  annual  instalments  or  otherwise, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  obtaining  his  certificate  therefor. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Citizens,  not  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  may 
wish  to  aid  the  funds  of  the  Association,  may  become  life 
members  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  twenty  dol¬ 
lars,  for  which  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  attested  by  the 
proper  officers. 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  at  7  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  when  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  their  transactions  for  the  past  year.  Second, 
the  election  of  twenty-one  persons  to  serve  as  Trustees  for  the 
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ensuing  year,  or  until  the  organization  of  a  new  Board  of 
Trustees,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  ( Provided ,  that  no  two  persons,  members  of  the  same  Coni’ 
pany ,  be  elected  as  Trustees ,  and  that  no  member  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  a  vote  who  has  not  paid  his  arrearages );  after  which 
other  business  may  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

\  t 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  within  one  week  after 
their  election,  and  choose  out  of  their  own  body,  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Secretary; 
who  shall  officiate  as  officers  of  the  Society  at  large  ;  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  have  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  funds  and  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association,  have  power  to  make  by-laws,  and  generally  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  designs  of  this  Institution; 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  body,  and  shall  at  every  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if 
required,  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  transactions  to  the 
Association,  stating  the  number  of  members,  how  many  ad¬ 
mitted,  and  how  many  stricken  off;  the  state  of  their  funds, 
the  amount  and  nature  of  relief  granted,  whether  to  members, 
their  families,  or  others  not  members;  and  such  other  infor¬ 
mation  as  they  may  think  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  s 

ARTICLE  Y. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  when  requested  in 
writing  by  any  ten  members.

ARTICLE  VI.

Firemen,  members  of  this  Association,  who  may  receive 

personal  injury  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  whose 

health  has  been  seriously  injured  by  a  course  of  active  service

Individuals  not  connected  with  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  from  fire  apparatus, 
may  also  receive  aid  at  the  option  of  the  Trustees. 


AN  ACT 


FOR  THE  MORE  EFFECTUAL  PRESERVATION  OF  LIFE  AND 
PROPERTY  FROM  DAMAGES  BY  THE  EXPLOSION  OF  GUN¬ 
POWDER  AND  GUN-COTTON  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADEL¬ 
PHIA. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
have  or  keep  any  quantity  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  in  any 
house,  store,  shop,  building,  cellar,  or  other  place,  within  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  (except  in  the  public  magazines,  or  in  a 
quantity  not  exceeding  two  pounds  for  private  use),  unless  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.^ 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  to  grant  licenses,  under  the  official  seal  of 
said  city,  to  any  person  or  persons  desirous  to  sell  gunpowder 
or  gun-cotton  therein.  The  person  or  persons  so  licensed  may 
have  on  their  premises  a  quantity  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton 
not  exceeding  in  all  twenty-five  pounds  at  any  one  time.  The 
person  or  persons  so  licensed  shall  not  be  protected  against  any 
of  the  penalties  or  consequences  hereinafter  provided  for  vio¬ 
lations  of  this  act,  except  while  they  have  on  some  conspicuous 
part  of  the  front  of  each  of  the  houses  or  buildings  in  which 
they  may  be  licensed  to  sell  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  under 
this  act  a  sign  on  which  shall  be  distinctly  painted,  in  letters 
legible  to  persons  passing  such  houses  or  buildings,  the  words 
‘‘Licensed  to  sell  Gunpowder,”  or  u  Licensed  to  sell  Gun-cot¬ 
ton,”  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  said  license. 

Section  3.  That  every  carriage  used  for  conveying  gunpow¬ 
der  or  gun-cotton  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  thereto, 
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shall,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  therein  contained,  have 
painted  on  each  side  thereof,  in  letters  distinctly  legible  to  all 
passers-by,  the  word  “  Gunpowder,”  and  any  failure  so  to  do 
shall  subject  the  offender  or  offenders  to  the  penalties  herein 
contained  for  violations  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  in  every  case  of  a  violation  of  any  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  act  relative  to  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  or 
gun-cotton,  or  in  every  case  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  introduction 
into  the  city  of  Philadelphia  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen  to  seize  such 
gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  in  the  daytime,  and  to  convey  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  to  any  magazine  used  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder. 

Section  5.  That  whenever  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  city 
shall  make  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  things  to  be  seized, 
before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman,  of  any  fact  or  circumstance 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  mayor  or  alderman,  shall 
afford  probable  cause  of  belief  that  any  gunpowder  or  gun-cot¬ 
ton  has  been  brought  into  or  is  kept  within  the  city,  or  in  the 
harbor  thereof,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  gunpowder  or  gun- cotton  into  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor  or  alderman  to  issue 
his  warrant  or  warrants,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  any  sheriff, 
marshal,  constable,  or  other  fit  person,  commanding  him  or 
them  to  search  for  such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  in  the  day¬ 
time,  wheresoever  the  same  may  be  in  violation  of  said  acts, 
and  to  seize  and  take  possession  of  the  same  if  found,  and  to 
convey  or  cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  forthwith  to  any 
magazine  used  for  storing  gunpowder. 

Section  6.  That  all  actions  or  suits  for  the  recovery  of  any 
gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  which  may  have  been  seized  and 
stored  in  any  magazine  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  for  the  value  thereof,  or  for  damages  sustained  by  the  seizure 
or  detention  thereof,  shall  be  brought  against  the  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen,  and  shall  be 
commenced  within  three  calendar  months  next  after  such  seizure 
shall  have  been  actually  made;  and  in  case  no  such  action  or 
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suit  shall  have  been  commenced  within  such  period,  such  gun¬ 
powder  or  gun-cotton  shall  be  deemed  absolutely  forfeited  to 
the  said  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Firemen,  and  may  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  proper  offi¬ 
cers  thereof,  for  its  use.  No  damages  shall  be  recovered  in 
any  such  action  or  suit,  and  such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton 
may  at  any  time  during  the  pending  of  any  such  action  or 
suit,  by  eonsent  of  the  parties  thereto,  be  sold,  and  the  money 
arising  from  such  sale  be  paid  into  the  court  where  such  suit 
or  action  may  be  pending,  to  abide  the  event  thereof. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  exceed¬ 
ing  the  quantity  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be  found  in  the 
possession  or  custody  of  any  person  or  persons,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  by  any  fireman  of  any  com¬ 
pany  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department  of  the  said  city,  during 
any  fire  therein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  fireman  to  seize  the 
same  without  any  warrant,  and  to  immediately  convey  the 
same  and  report  such  seizure  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  acting  assistant  engineer, 
and  the  said  chief  engineer  or  assistant  shall  convey  or  cause 
it  to  be  conveyed  to  any  magazine  for  the  storing  of  gunpow¬ 
der,  there  to  be  detained  until  it  be  decided  by  due  course  of 
law,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whether 
such  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  be  forfeited. 

Section  8.  That  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relative  to  the  keeping  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  or  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  into  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  gunpowder  or 
gun-cotton,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  also  subject  the  offender 
or  offenders  to  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence, 
to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof,  by,  to,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 
And  all  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton  found  within  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  in  this  act  con¬ 
tained,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Philadel¬ 
phia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 

Section  9.  That  all  and  singular  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relative  to  the  recovery  of  any  penalty,  and  the  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  gunpowder  or  gun-cotton,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
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extended  to  the  recovery  of  any  penalty,  and  the  seizure  and 
forfeiture  of  all  saltpetre  introduced,  stored,  deposited,  or  kept 
in  said  city  in  violation  of  the  acts  relative  thereto  now  in 
force  in  said  city;  and  the  said  penalty  and  forfeiture  shall  be 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Philadelphia  Association 
for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemej,  against  whom  all  suits  or 
actions  for  its  recovery  shall  be  brought,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  That  all  actions  for  any  penalty  incurred  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  of  the 
acts  now  in  force  relative  to  the  introducing,  keeping,  storing, 
or  depositing  of  gunpowder,  or  gun-cotton,  or  saltpetre  within 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year 
next  after  incurring  such  penalty. 

Section  11.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  heretofore  passed, 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.
